- THE SURGEON-GENERAL’'S REPORT. 

Wasuinoton, August 31.—The offi- 
cial report of the Sargeon-General of 
the Marine Hospital Service for’ last 


week completed at 2 o'clock’ and 
chows a melancholy death-roll for the 
veck. In New Orleans to date there 
have been a total of 2877 cases and 
867 deaths; at Vicksburg there are now 
800 cases, half of waich have occurred 
in the last week, and 60 in the last 
twenty-four hours. Dr. Booth, Ma- 
rine Hospital Surgeon, died on Wed- 
nesday in Memphis. There were 241 
deaths during the week at numerous 
aces in Mississippi and Liovisana, 
Yaths of yellow fever refugees from 
Grenada and other points are reported. 
At St. Louis there were eight cases of 
yellow fever and two deaths, all refua- 
gees. At quarantisze below St. Louis 
there were six new cxses and one 
death, besides twenty doubtful ad- 
mitted during the forty-eight hours 
that ended yesterday evening. At 
Cairo, Lil., ene death is officially re- 
potted; at Louisville four; at Cimcia- 
nati four deaths and nine cases, two 
during the last week, all from infected 
places.

Impure air carries 
the infusoria into the lungs, and: al- 
though they may be expelled by res- 
peration, the visits are so frequent 
that the lungs soon fall a prey to 
them.

ROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE 

Constitution of the State of Nevaaa, 

X red at the Eighth Session of the Legis- 
ature : 

Rerotvenp, That there shall be added to the 
present Constitn' ion of this State an Article 
to be called and known as Article XVIII, and 
which shall be es follows: 

ARTICLE XVI11.—'l he rights of suffrage and 
ofhce holding shall not be withheld from any 
male citizen of the United States. by reason 
of his coler cr previeus gondition of servitude.

Resoivep, By the Assembly, the Senate 
ccncurring, That Article Eleven (11) of the 
Constitution of the State of Nevada be 
amended by adding to said Article Eleven (11) 
section ten (10) thereto, which shall read as 
follows: 

SEcTION 10. No public funds, of any kind 
or character whatever.
